New York State's personal in- 


come tax for tftose reporting for 
the calendar year 1937 is due on 
or before April 15. 


First to be considered is the 


matter of filing a return. Many 
who are not liable to a tax, are re- 
quired by law to file returns, thus 
ii is important that everyone con- 
sider the following facts: 


A single person, having a net 


income of 51,000 or more, and 
married persons living together, 
who had an aggregate net income 
of $2,500 or more, must file re- 
turns. 


Also—a single person having a 


gross- income, from all sources, of 
$5,000 or more, and a husband 
and wife living together, having 
an aggregate gross income of 
$;i.OOO or more, are required td 
file returns, also. 


Residents of other states who 


derived income from a business, 
occupation or property in New 
York S'ate are likewise subject 
to this reauirement. 
The same 


amounts specified above for resi- 
dents, 
apply 
to 
non-resident 


groups. 


All who filed returns last year 


were mailed return forms for this 
year. If, however, you are enter- 
ing the taxpaying group for the 
first time this year, be certain to 
secure a form immediately from 
tho nearest office ot the Depart- 
ment of Taxation and 
Finance.

Ulster Park Reformed Church 


The Esopus 
Reformed 
Dutch 


Church at Ulster Park, familiarly 
know as "The Old Brick Church," 
is the second oldest church south 
of the Rondout creek, the Dutch 
Church at New Paltz being some 
years older. The Ulster Park con- 
gregation -was organized ia 1791 
by an act o£ the Classis of Kings- 
ton. 


It was a long distance for the 


people of this section, known as 
Klyn Esopu'S and East New Palls, 
to go to attend religious services. 
The only churches then existing 
were the Old Dutch Church in 
Kingston and the one 
at 
New 


Paltz. 
The people 
missed 
the 


privileges of church attendance 
and feared the devotional conse- 
quent upon non-church 
attend- 


ance. Therefore a, petition signed 
by 93 of the prominent people, 
presented to the Classis of Kings- 
ton, and at a meeting of the SynoJ 
o£ the Dutch Church in Pongh- 
keepsie on. June 1, 1790, the Rev. 
Stephen 
Goetchius 
-with elders 


Isaac Blauvelt, 
president, 
and 


Peter DeWitt of New Palts, were 
appointed to meet with the signers 
of the petition and effect an organ- 
ization and ordain, elders and dea- 
cons. 


Formal Petition. 


The petition was very formal 


and dignified in its construction 
and wording, and ended with this 
sentence: 
"Being sensible of our 


want at this place and also the 
danger we and our children are in 
because of the confusion 
and 


power of error now prevailing, we 
therefore your humble petitioners, 
judging It our indispensible duty 
which we owe to God, ourselves, 
and our posterity, to be aiding and 
assisting to extend the borders of 
Zion, request your approbation 
and advice for erecting a congre- 
gation among us, and pray that 
:he great Lord and Shepherd may 
jless our endeavors and gather us 
into one flock and fold." 


The Classis of 
Kingston 
ap- 


proved the application, and on tho 
i'th of February, 1791, the com- 
mittee, the Rev. Mr. Goetchius and 
elders Blauvelt and DeWitt. met 
with most of the inhabitants, re- 
ceived members, and chose a Con- 


sistory. 
The congregation was to 


be known as the 
"Low 
Dutch 


Church and congregation of Klyn 
Esopus." 
The first Consistory 


listed as Elders, Solomon Eckert, 
John DeGraff. Gideon Ostrander 
and Gariett Terpening and dea- 
cons, Albetus Schriver, Abram Van 
Aken, Adam Eckert 
and Jerry 


Wooster. 


The original land grant of the 


Kingston Commons comprised a 
hundred or more acres. At pres- 
ent the extent of the church prop- 
erty is the lots on which 
the 


church and parsonage stand, the 
Community Hall, and a 40 acre 
wood lot.

out for you. 


Most of the big producen in 


New York get about 40 plays t 
week to read. They drop on their 
desks like autumn leaves. Some of 
these come directly from the au- 
thors, but a majority is presented 
through the regular agent chan- 
nels. 


This ii the accepted way to do 


business. Let a play-agent read 
your manuscript He will tell you 
quickly enough whether it has 
merit. If he considers it tales- 
worthy, he will accept it and try 
to peddle it. He knows all the 
markets and all the arguments. 
And for his troubles he takes 10 
per cent, which is dirt cheap. 


* * • 


MOST play-agents have a pres- 


, tige to maintain and never 


touch manuscripts which, in their 
opinion, haven't every chance to 
be sold. This assures a producer 
any manuscript delivered is well 
worth his time. Without this mid- 
dle-man he would be swamped 
with second-rate goods. 


Most producers, as in the case 


of Milton Shubert, use the staff 
system in reading plays. Three 
readers will study the play. Then 
they write a briei synopsis and 
set down their opinions. If two of 
the three recommend it the pro- 
ducer then reads it himself. After 
this he makes up his own mind. 


It is interesting to note that 


plays in America are presented in 
manuscript form, but abroad they 
are set up in type. This is okay for 
the foreign market, but printing in 
the U. S. is too expensive. It is 
better anyway, to have yours in 
manuscript form, so that cor- 
rections and deletions may be 
penciled in after your consultation 
with 'the producer, providing of 
course that you get that close to 
a producer.

AS FOR length, a page takes up 


about a minute in action, and 


a drama should last about two 
hours and a half. Most theater 
men agree it is better to over- 
write, as cuts are always easier 
than making additions. 


Now, please go on with your 


play. And don't think I am trying 
to discourage ambition.

To avoid Inserting a 
photo- 


graph of the Duke of Windsor's 
bride, they have omitted, for the 
first time, all photoRraphs of the 
Duke of Windsor, the Duke and 
Duchess of Kent, and the Duke 
and Dutchess of Gloucester. Even 
a picture of Dowager Queen Mary 
is "absent" the only photographs 
used are coronation photographs 
ot King George VI, Queen Eliz- 
abeth, 
and 
the two y o u n g 


princesses. 


Following the biographical data 


is shown "The 
Arms ot their 


Royal Highnesses the Duke and 
Duchess of Gloucester" and "The 
Arms of their Royal Highnesses, 
the Duke and Duchess of Kent," 
No armorial bearings follow the 
Windsors, and the Duke ot Wind- 
sor's Arms have been altered con- 
siderably. 


The "Royal Pedigree" has been 


brought up to date, but no men- 
tion is made of the marriage of 
the Duke of Windsor. The Duch- 
ess, of course, is not considered 
royal, so -would not appear in the 
"Royal Pedigree" and the mar- 
riage of Duke of Windsor is not 
mentioned because the Anglican 
Church, does not recognize di- 
vorce, and therefore, the Duke is 
living in an unfavorable light In 
the eyes of the British people.
